Capt. Frank M. TI. Hawks resumed 
his glider trip across the continent 
today, taking off behind the tow 
plane, piloted by “Duke” Jernigan, 
from Parks Airport at 7:05 a. m. 

Today's lap of the cross-conti- 
nent journey, which started from 
San Diego, Cal., last Sunday and 
igs scheduled to end in Van Cort- 
land Park, New York City; Sunday 
afternoon, calls for a refueling halt 
at Indianapolis, Ind., and an over- 
night stop at Columbus, O. The air- 
line distance from St. Louis to Co- 
lumbus is 400 miles. 

25-Minute Exhibition. 

The “air-train” arrived over the 
East Side airport at 6:45 p. m. 
yesterday, flying at an altitude of 
4000 feet. The plane and glider 
were barely discernible against the 
late atternoon haze. The tow line 
wus cast off almost as soon as the 
ships were seen from the ground, 
the biplane turning to the right 
andthe “slender-qwinged glider ap- 
pearxing. o remain stationary.

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SENATE READY TO VOTE 
‘ON MUSCLE SHOALS 


Norris eee, His 1 
tion Will Pass — Seeks 
to Avoid Veto.

WASHINGTON, April 4.— The 


Senate was ready today for a vote 
on Senator Norris’ proposal that 
the 10-year-old problem of the 
disposition of Muscle Shoals be’ 
settled by Government operation 
of the vast power and nitrate 
plants there. 

All efforts at important amend- 
ments had been voted down, and 
the measure stood in ‘virtually: ‘the, 


same form as that which was a- 
proved by Congress two years ago 
only to be submitted to a pocket 
veto by Presidént’ Coolidgé. ~~ 

Senator Norris was confident 
that he had enough votes for the 
adoption of his resolution and was 
hopeful that this time it would re- 
ceive Presidential approval, 

It was with an eye te the White 
House that ue ° suctessfiftly op- 
posed attempts by Black and Her- 
lin of Alabama, Democrats, to 
amend the measure. He urged 
that no peg be put on the resolu- 
tion upon which a yeto by the 
Chief Executive may be hung.” 

However, two perfecting amend- 
ments were adopted. One by Black 
would permit 30-year contracts for 
the sale of power, instead of 15, 
and the other, by George of Geor- 
gia, would forbid those using pow- 
er from Muscle Shoals to fix dis- 
criminatory rates. 

The resolution would create a 
“Muscle Shoals Corporation” with 
a directing board of three mem- 
bers appointed by the President. 
The power and nitrate plants 
erected: during the war to provide 
nitrates for explosives, would be 
operated by the Government for 
the production of nitrate fertilizer. 

Surplus power, under the meas- 
ure, would be distributed equitably 
among adjoining states. The resolu- 
tion also provides for the erection 
of a dam at Cove Creek, Ky., to 
be used as a reservoir, to assure

Ted $11,000 From New

An old and broken ‘man, Abram 
Cornelius who gave up his wife, 
his family and his career 15 years 
ago to run away with hts. former 
stenographer and $11,000 of the 
funds’ of the Citizens’ Nationa! 
Bank of Englewood, N. J. of 
which he was cashier, was found 
yesterday at the county poorhouse 
by Department of Justice agents, 
who recognized him from an old 
photograph. 

Arrested on a charge of embez- 
zlement, Cornelius pleaded guilty 
before United States Commissioner 
Gil) and was placed in Laramie 
County Jail .in default of $5000 
bail. He will be extradited to New 
Jersey. 

The former bank cashier, who 
is 62, had been ‘in the poorhouse 
five years. 

Loretta Adelgais, years old, 
with whom he disappeared with- 
out a trace in 1915, was commit- 
ted to the State Hospital for the 
Insane a month ago. Their three 
young children are wards of the 
Home for Dependent Children. 

Before the tide of misfortune 
completely overwhelmed him, Cor 
nelius married the woman who 9 
fled with him. The marriage too 
place three months ago, after they 
had been living together 15 years. 
Cornelius explained to the Federal 
agents that he had just learned of 
the death of the wife he had de- 
serted in Englewood. The first 
Mrs. Cornelius died in 1917. 

The 15-year-old mystery was 
solved through letters written from 
the insane asylum by the former 
stenographer, who called herself 
Mrs. Cornell, a name Cornelius had 
assumed. Confronted by the de- 
tectives at the poorhouse, Cor- 
nelius readily admitted his identity. 

He said he had come here direct- 
ly from Englewood and had pur- 
chaset a nearby resort known as 
Wee-Wee Lodge. The venture was 
unsuccessful and his affairs rapid- 
ly became desperate. The woman 
he brought with him was employed 
for a time as secretary for the 
Cheyenne Community Chest.

THAT “IMMORAL” QUESTIONNAIRE. 
From The New Republic. 
HE report submitted to the American 


Association of University Professors on 
the dismissal of Prof. de Graff and the 
suspension of Prof. Meyer from the Untver- 
sity of Missouri is one of the most impor- 
tant statements ever issued by the Commit- 
tee on Academic Freedom and Fenure. 

Most of the cases which have been con- 
sidered by this committee have turned on 
the expression, inside or oujside of college 
walls, of economic or religious views un- 
acceptabie to the supporters or patrons of 
the Institution. in the present case; the 
professors mentioned were disciplined for 
empiering a certain method of investiga- 
tion, because the authorities thought, or 
pretended to think. that it .weuld have 
some effect on the sexual morals of the 
students. Meyer and De Graff were respen- 
sible for a questionnaire submitted to 
women students as part of a socielogicai 
investigation, in which they were asked to 
answer anonymously several questions. 

The president of the tmiversity and the 
Executive Board charged that this gques- 
tionnaire “tended to make students sexually 
immoral”; that it was “shocking to students, 
especially to women students”: that it 

“could not produce any scientificdlly valid 
eonclusion”; and that it “tended to_create 
the condition that it is alleged to correct. 
The situation is precisely as if the Board of 
Trustees should forbid certain experiments 
in chemistry because they might introduce -/ 
doubt as to the reality of transsubstantia- 
tion.
